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The President's Address 

Today one hundred and thirteen classmates pass from the halls 
of that institution which has been for them a friend, companion and 
instructor for four years. They face the world, which differs from 
all that is not "the world" in one respect— friendship. In one there 
are always friends willing and ready to help; in the other there are 
none. And in facing the world they face its responsibilities, which 
are neither new nor light. 

The greatest challenge of the world today is the challenge of 
peacemaking. We have just passed through the most destructive, the 
most far-reaching war that was ever waged, the results of wh'ch are only 
too apparent. The question that vitally interests us now is the ques- 
tion, Will there be a next war? We are the coming generation. On 
us will fall the burden of the next war; on our shoulders will fall the 
terrible consequences of that war as it will be; or on us falls the re- 
sponsibility of preventing this war. 

We are told that charity begins at home. Likewise peace begins 
at home. Therefore our first problem in world peace-making is the 
problem of making peace in our own land. Party strife in interna- 
tional concerns is most disheartening to those nations who look to 
us as a model. Rivalry is valuable and cannot be dispensed with, 
but when conflict is carried too far, it becomes a calamity. 

How can world peace be brought about if nations continually 
distrust and fear each other? It cannot! Petty quarreling, open dis- 
favor, and selfish greed must stop before true fellowship of nations 
can exist. Nations must be united in a common purpose before final 
world peace be accomplished. 

And yet the bed-rock foundation of world peace, of all peace, 
moreover, is thought. No plans can be made, no propositions for- 
warded and no steps accomplished without earnest, concentrated, pro- 
ductive thought. Many times have you heard it said that education 
is worthless if it produces no individual thought. TTie object of edu- 
cation is to stimulate and promote original thinking. Thought ac- 
complishes all things. 

Here today are one hundred and thirteen students, who have re- 
ceived a comparatively high degree of education, and we pray that all 
of them may receive a college education. If this education, this train- 
ing is successful, these students will go into the world with ambition, 
vigor, and knowledge, because of thought. The world offers to these 
people an opportunity to center their thoughts on world peace, to 
help solve the great problems. Not only does it offer the oppor- 
tunity, it calls for volunteers, and reaches for helpers. That gate is 
always open and the reward, the satisfaction of work well done, is 
the highest of honors. 

We, of this class of June, 1924, have received our education from 
this most powerful institution. But do we thank an institution for our 
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training? Certainly not. We thank West High, the school that has 
helped and aided us in our rough journey through life. We thank a 
faculty whose impartial, earnest care and solicitude have won our ap- 
preciation, our good will, and our love. We will ever look back on 
our school days and remember our faculty. We, of this graduating 
class, thank the faculty for what they have done for us, but we 
thank our God for what they have been to us. He who rules all has 
given to us the privilege of attending West High, of knowing it as our 
Alma Mater, and of receiving our preliminary training here. We 
now pray to that Father above that we may forever henceforth follow 
the high ideals of honesty, determination and brotherhood we set for 
ourselves in West High.

This meet was the fastest that West High has ever competed in 
because there were more records broken at this meet than at any 
other meet in the United States. The meet was beyond question a 
huge success and showed that the track men of Iowa are as good as 
the track men of any other state. The meet compares well with the 
college meet held at Ames the same day. The 100 yard dash was run 
in the same time at both places. Brookins ran the low hurdles in 
world record time at Ames while Cuhel ran the sticks just a second 
and three-tenths slower. Cuhel also ran the high hurdles in fifteen 
and three-tenths seconds, just one-tenth of a second slower than the 
colleges ran it. 

Cedar Rapids easily won the meet with a total of 41 points. 
Colfax and Winfield had a hard fight for second place but Colfax 
was finally awarded second with 19 points. West High was tenth 
with 8 points while East High was the only Des Moines school near 
us and they had two points. Roosevelt had a total of one point. 

The West High lads showed up well, but as Coach Harris put 
it, they were in just too fast company. Voss was our star per- 
former w T ith a fourth in the shot and a second in the discus. Voss 
certainly can be commended on his fine showing as he had to com- 
pete with the best in the state. Don Smith got fourth in the broad 
jump with a leap of over twent}'-one feet. Wall threw the discus 
a hundred and thirteen feet for a fourth in that event. Our half mile 
relay team gave Cedar Rapids a hard fight for second place. Colfax 
upset the dope by winning the half mile relay in record time. 

Cuhel of Cedar Rapids was high point winner with sixteen points. 
He broke the national interscholastic school record in the high and 
low hurdles and tied the state record for the hundred yard dash.

The two doubles teams, Caven- 
augh and Herriott, and Dean and Becker, and the singles players, Dean 
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and Cavenaugh, gave their opponents real rratches and were a credit to 
the school. Coach Morgcnthaler will have a good bunch of men back 
next year and then hopes to win the city tournament once more. 



1924 Golf Season 

The outstanding feature of this year's golf at West High has been 
the effort of the inexperienced team mates of Cap'ain Fae Riddell to give 
him all the support possible. Credit in this regard is due to Don Hood, 
Wilfred Karidon, Gordon Thompson, and Claude Bradley. Although 
the team did not win either the Grinnell meet or the city championship, 
as last year's team did, this was probably due to the superior playing of 
the other Des Moines schools, and to the fact that West had but four 
or five men to enter in all of the city contests where eight men were 
scored, and thus had lost from three to four matches by default before 
the contest commenced. Much is to be hoped of the boys of this year's 
team in the future. 

Captain Fae Riddell again scored low medal in the Grinnell meet with 
a well played 86. Craig McKee of East High, tied that score, and five 
days later in the East-West contest, Riddell led McKee by seven strokes 
medal play and defeated him in match play 4 and 3. In the final natch 
against North High Riddell defeated the leader of the North High team, 
Harold Kauffman, by a score of 5 and 4, and scored 75 medal score on the 
Waveland course, the lowest score ever played in the city high school meets. 
West High golf as other school activities is sure to feel the loss of this 
fine golfer and true sportsman.
